It is equipped with a new type, compound 
wound, air cooled General Electric 
Motor that shows little rise in tem- 
perature after continuous use. De- 
veloping one horse power it will 
meet any demand placed upon it. 
There is abundant power to drive 
the 4” wide belt at the rapid rate 
of 1650 feet per minute, transform- 
ing a long, tedious job into one of 
ease and speed. 

Many jobs have heretofore re- 
quired hand surfacing because it was impractical 
or impossible to take the work to a stationary 
machine. ‘To eliminate some of this tedious hand 
work we have built our TAKE-ABOUT Sander 
which may be applied directly to the surface to be 
finished anywhere within range of a lamp socket 
or power line. Being self contained and weigh- 
ing only twenty-three pounds it may be used over 
large areas and on perpendicular surfaces, such as 
sash and doors, without tiring the operator. Re- 
sults have demonstrated that it will do this work 
much more quickly and leave a better finish than 
when done by hand, and at an operating cost so 
small as to be negligible. 

The SUPER TAKE-ABOUT not only elim- 
inates hand sanding, doing it much faster, but 
also gives a finish that cannot be equalled by any

Belt Changing 


A feature of special importance is the ability to 
change belts in a fraction of a minute. We can 
furnish belts for cutting both wood and metal, or 
belts for either substance, which come all made 
up and just have to be slipped on 
over the pulleys. The proper tension 
on the belt is provided for auto- 
matically by means of a spring and 
plunger, while a simple adjustment 
keeps it running straight and true. 
However, for certain work demand- 
ing extreme flexibility of the belt, it 
may be run with one edge slightly off 
the pulley and still be under control. 
An aluminum guard, which is part 
of the frame, protects the hand from the belt 
and at the same time eliminates all trouble from 
dust. 


Floor Work 


The SUPER TAKE-ABOUT on account of 
its power and the belt method of finishing is 
excellent for sanding the floors of small rooms, 
closets, stairs and doorways. It is also handy for 
sanding floor edges as there are no obstructions 
on the right side of the machine, enabling the 
operator to easily sand right up to the baseboard, 
eliminating hand scraping and leaving a finish 
similar to the rest of the floor. Our handle 
attachment allows you to stand up while sanding. 

A floor finished with the SUPER TAKE- 
ABOUT will please the most fastidious (due to 
the smooth even action of the belt with no ripple 
marks) and insure repeat business for you. 


Flexible Pads for Curved Surfaces 


Because the use of a hand plane is natural and 
familiar to everyone, we have constructed our 
machine so that its method of operation over a 
surface is similar to this tool. Not only may

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surfaces be sanded or scraped by the use of this 
machine, but slightly concave or convex surfaces 
as well, because the shape of the shoe over which 
the belt travels determines what form the belt 
shall take. 

We furnish as standard equipment, a felt cov- 
ered shoe and also have in stock extra flexible 
pads (illustrated at 
right) for curved sur- 
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bearings throughout (six in all). The motor is 
of universal type—that is, it may be operated on 
any alternating or direct current of 25 to 60 
cycles. We can supply motors of any voltage from 
32 up to and including 250 volt, but 110 will be 
furnished unless otherwise specified. (The 
usual current for lighting purposes will success- 
fully operate our 110 
volt machine, if line 
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meet his own require- 
ments. Moreover, the 
regular shoe may be altered to conform to curved 
surfaces by putting additional padding under the 
felt. Two holes in the upper guard allow these 
shoes to be quickly changed with a screwdriver as 
the only tool. No other portable surfacing 
machine has this unique changeable shoe feature 
and yet no other insures an equally smooth, flat 
surface. 


If the regular shoe is used, it is impossible for 
the surface to be wavy when the machine is 
operated in its ordinary position. ‘This is because 
the pulleys do not come in contact with the work. 
However, for sanding interior curves of diam- 
eters larger than the diameter of the front pulley, 
which is 244”, the sander may be tilted or lifted 
to bring this pulley into the proper position. 


Bench Stand 


For use in schools, small shops and homes, we 
can furnish the Bench Stand which is a substan- 
tial cast iron supporting frame into which the 
sander fits when turned on its side. With the 
aid of this device it may be used as an edge sander 
and tool grinder, and also for removing burrs and 
surplus stock on small wood or metal parts. The 
pulleys may be used as a spindle sander for irreg- 
ular shapes. ‘The table of the Bench Stand is 
adjustable up and down. Two minutes’ time 
and a wrench are all that is needed to ESS the 


Sander in the Stand.
